FLUSHING, L. I., Dec. 16. ~The tak- 
ing of testimony in the trial of Thorn- 
ton Jenkins Hains. for the murder of 
William 3B. Annis will begin this after- 
noon. The jury box was filled last night

Justice Crane sat with his 
chin resting on his hand, intently listen- 
ing to the tones of the Prosecuting At- 
torney, while Thernton Hains non- 
chalantly perused his morning mail, 
stopping occasionally .to make whis- 
pered remarks to, his counsel.

Statement af Staten Cau,” 

Following is thé opening address of 
Special Prosecutor White: .. 

“The people of the State of New: York |} 
defendant, Thornten J. 
Hains, with the crime of murder in the 
first degree, in that he killed William 
E. Annis at Bayside, in this county, on 
the 16th day of last August. Proofs 
which the peoplé expect to present be- 
fore you, may be this summarized: 
*“On the western shore of Little Neck 
Bay, at its southern end, in this county, 
Long Isiand, lies Bayside, and the sub- 
urban hamlet of Douglaston. Both 
places are bisected by the line of the 
Long Island Railroad. 

“About a mile and a quarter northeast 
of the railroad station, at Bayside, and 
where the waters of the bay lap the 
eastern shore, are located the clubhouse, 
dock and float of the Bayside Yacht 
Club, composed of residents of the ham- 
let and surrounding neighborhood. On 
the float of this club occurred the homl!- 
cide of which the defendant here 
stands charged. : 

“On that August afternoon members 
of the club were assembled there for 
the usual! afternoon regatta. On the bay 
end of the dock or the float, were club 
members, their wives. childreh, employes 
of the club, the defendant, his brother, 
and others. In the bay were boats, in- 


jcluding that of the victim of the trag- 


edy, making ready for the race.

“Thornton Hains was a writer of 
storiesof the sea, selling them to maga- 
zines for publication.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4:—The tipping sys- 
tem, particularly as it applies to the 
Pullman Co., was under inquiry by 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Lane today. 

Richmond Dean, general manager of 
the 2ullman Co.,‘ denied on the, stand 
that the public tips “the porter because 
he is underpaid and observed: 

“The tipping custom is a result of the 
selfishness of persons who desire better 
service than their fellows - are will- 
ing to pay for it.” 

-“What is tne salary of-the porters?’ 
was asked. 

“They are weil paid*”’ 4 

“Does the Pullman Co. pay for their 
meals ?’’ 

“It does not.” 

Dean's testimony was designed to 

show that the Pullman company was 
under heavy expense. One large item 
of expense, he said, was the cost of 
keeping cars cleaned ahd disirifected. It 
cost the company $1,800,000 last year to) 
do this work, he saic, the cost of clean- 
ing a single car one time being $1.25. 
Witness described the methods of ‘clean- 
ing and disinfecting in great detail. 
‘ Another large expense, he said, is the 
bonuses paid porters and conductors an- 
nually for extraordinarily good service. 
This cost the company $195,000 last year, 
he said. 
. Mr. Dean also dwelt on the artistic 
Sense of the’American public as some-' 
thing the company has to take into ac- 
count in Wuilding its cars. 

“The ‘gingerbread’ work in thé cars,” 
he said, “‘was put in solely because the 
traveling American public likes it, and 
how the company proposes to go further 
and put in inlaid work.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The resolu- 
tion looking to the censure of tite Presi- 


message to the employment of Secret 
Service officers, was introduced in the 
Senate today by Senator Aldrich (Rep. ) 
of Rhode Island. 

It refers the subject to the Senate 
Appropriations Commitiee and involves 
an investigation of the whole Secret 
Service organization, 

The resolution calls upon the commit- 
tee to make. a. thorough.inquiry into the 
subject by a subcommittee or othcrwise. 
The committee is given authority to sit 
during the recess of Congress and to 
swear witnesses. | 

Senator Culberson said he nad no ob- 
jection to the resolution, but said it wa 
not positive enough in its terms and 
which was read 
to the Senate. 

Mr. Aldrich thought the substitute 
covered the same ground as his ow?. 
The two resolutions were referred to 
the committee to audit and control the 
contingent expenses of the Senate and 
Mr. Kean, chairman of that committee, 
at on¢e arose anda reported back favor- 
ably the Aldrich resolution. 

Mr. Kean also asked that his commit- 
ted be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the Culberson resolution 
and moved that.action be taken at once 
on the Aldrich resclution. 

Mr. Culberson objected and under the 
rules of the Senate the resolution can- 
not be taken up until tomorrow. 

After the Aldrich and Culberson -reso- 
lutions regarding the references to the 
Secret. Service in the President’s mes- 
sage had been before the Senate a brief 
time, Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers got together and agreed upon a 
compromise. — 

What probably will be the final meet- 
ing of the select committee of the House 
to recommend action on the portion of 
the President's message which . some 
members of Congress have charged im- 
pugns the motives in restricting the 
use of the secret service, will take place 
late this afternoon. 

Chairman Perkins of the committee 
stated after the meeting of the commit- 
tee earlier in the day that an agree- 
ment probably would be reashed this 
afternoon.

Want to Test Weapon in Court. 


Attorneys McIntyre and Shay for the 
defense are considering the advisability 
of ‘giving the jury a first-hand. exhibi- 
tion of the length of time needed to dis- 
charge an automatic revolver of the 
type with which Annis was slain. Ex- 
periments. have shown that 1% seconds 
are necessary and they expect to ask the 
Court for permission to explode the sev- 
en cartridges in the presence of the jury. 
This will be strenuously objected to - 
the prosecution. 

The: point at issue is very material to 
the defense. Several of the State wit- 
hesses have told the Coroner's jury that 
had it not been that they were held up 
by Thornton J, Hains’ /revolver they 
would have been able to have saved 
Annis’ life. If the defense can show 
that it required but 1% seconds to con- 
summate the killing they believe that 
the entire fabric of the prosectuion’s 
case will be demolished. 

If :Justice Crane will not grant per- 
mission for a. physical demonstration, 
the defense will have to rely entirely 
on the testimony of their firearm ex- 
perts, several of whom are under sub- 
pena and about the courtroom today.

Ruggler found the picture tmbedded/ 
in a wall which was crumbling away.

State Club Is Sacked. 

An enormous crowd of inhabitants of 
the capital swelled by people_from the 
outlying country, gathered in the streets 
soon after daybreak. The people began 
marching up and down the main thor- 
oughfares. The police stood by and 
made no attempt whatever to restrain 
the mob. 

The first club attacxed and looted was 
that of the Literary Monopoly, a state 
enterprise that has enriched itself at 
the expense of the people, and the room 
ransacked and pillaged. 

Furniture was broken and thrown into 


tickets were destroyed. 

The crowd then moved into the print- 
ing office of Fl Constitucion, of which 
G. Rivas is editor, and pillaged it com- 
pletely. A steam launch belonging to 
Senor Rivas also was wrecked. 

The crowd then turned its attention 
to several drug stores belonging to Senor 
Thielen, a. son-in-law of Gen. Tello 
Mendoza, and wrecked them. Gen. Men- 
doza was’ at one time Minister of Fi- 
nance and Public Credit under Castro. 
He. was also the President’s private 
secretary for several years, and has 
been regarded as one of his stanchest 
supporters. 

The statues and pictures of President 
Castro were made into a huge bonfite 
on the Plaza _. Bolivar. The crowd 
cheered as the flames completed the 
destruction. 

Numerous inscriptions setting forth 
the virtues of Castro and extolling his 
powers were aitacked by the mob and 
every inscription bearing Castro’s name 
was hacked out and destroyed. Some 
these legends were caryed on the 
public buildings of the city. 

Troops Patrel Streets. 

It was after 1 o’gqlock by the time 
the crowd had finished its ‘depredations. 
Then a detachment of troops was called 
out for duty on the streets and acting 
President Gomez issued a manifesto 
prohibiting further manifestations. 

The attack on the offices of El, Con- 
stitucional when the crowd was curbed” 
by a.detachment of soldiers who fired 
into the demonstrants, resulted in sev- 
eral fatalities. A criminal action has 
been begun against Editor Rivas and 
other employes of the paper, in which 
they are charged with responsibility for 
these deaths.

with revolvers. 

El Constitucional has discontinued 
publication and Caracas is practically 
without a newspaper. The funeral of 
Marcano Rodriguez, one of the men 
killed in the fighting, has been set for 
tomorrow. .1 vast crowd will turn out 
and further disorders and rioting are 
expected.

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ROOSEVELT DECLARES COINS — 
DESIGNED BY ST. GAUDENS 
RIVAL THOSE OF THE ANCIENTS 


President Says Official and Popular 
Mind Will Grow Up to 


Them in Time. * 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—~In a hall 
around whose sides were grouped many 
of the works of the late Augustus St. 
Gaudens, probably America’s greatest 
sculptor, In the presence of many dis- 
tinguished guests, including the Pregi- 


dent of the United States, foreign am- 
bassadors, men high in official life, 
artists, architects and sculptors, and in 
the midst of a scene made picturesquely 
beautiful, the memorial of the famous 
sculptor was last night honored in the 
Corcoran Gallery of Artin this city. 

After being| introduced by Secretary 
of State Root, who at the request of 
Cass Gilbert, president of the archi- 
tects’ society, presided, President Rouse- 
velt, instead of using the customary 
form of beginning his address, said: 
“Men and women.’ The audience 
laughed heartily, whereat the President 
shook his head vigorously and joined 
in the laughter as if to say “St. Gaudens 
was original. I can be original, too.” 

The exercises were part and feature of 
the annual convention of the American 
Institute of American Architects. 

Describing the gold coins whose re- 
cent issuance by the Government awak- 
ened a clamor of criticism, the Presi- 
dent declared St. Gaudens ‘Gave us for 
the first time a beautiful coinage, not 
yet properly appreciated, but up to 
which both the official and the popular 
mind will in the end grow.” 

The President contended that the first 
few thousand of these coins aré more 
beautiful than any coins since the days 
of the Greeks, and declared that the 
basis of most of the criticism was 
**nonsense,” 


as having that lofty insight which en- 
abled him to grasp close at hand in 
the resent “the beauty and majesty 
which, in most men’s eyes, are dimmed

The other senators just laughed. They

a burdensome levy, and, considering all the ‘ad- 
vantages which the traction company enjoys, it 
ought to be paid cheerfully and promptly. When 
street car franchises come to be-offered at public 
sale the payment of 1 mill per passenger will 
be looked upon as a trifling matter. 

The courts have approved the St. Louis tax, 
and, as things go in this country, it will have to 
be paid sometime.

TS Ser 
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baking at the Bailey Market the day 
before Christmas. For 5500 loaves of 
bread .5300.pounds of flour, almost three 
tons, will be made into dough in the 
big electric mixing machines. Into the 
mixers with the flour will go 200 pounds 
ot lard, 250 pounds of granulated sugar, 
200 pounds of salt, 140 pounds of yeast 
and 100 gallons of water. 

To Mix Dough by Machinery. 
One hour and 45 minutes will be con- 
sumed in mixing in the machines, at- 
tended by six men. If it had to be 
kneaded by hand in. the old manner it 
wceuld take eight hours thoroughly to 
mix the ingredients. 

After the dough comes from the mix- 
ers three hours will be consumed by the 
bakers in forming it into loaves.’ The 
bread will then be placed in the four 
great ovens by four bakers, and will 
bake six hours. Each oven holds 500 
loaves for a baking, and it will take one 
ton of coke to heat them. 

How would mother like to bake the 
bread for such a family’s Christmas 
dinner?

Indian Forces Dorando to Col- 
lapse at Finish of Exciting 
Marathon Race.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The dramatic 
climax of the great Olympic Marathon 
race in the London Stadium last August, 
when Dorando collapsed just as victory 
was within his grasp, was repeated in 
an,even more sensational way last night 
in Madison Square. Garden, when the 
nervy little Italian runner ran al- 
most to the reach of the ty 0°79 and the 
glory that would go with it and toppled 
over helplessly, while “Longboat, the 
great Indian runner, sprinted to vic- 
tory in the last few laps of the great- 
est long distance contest ever seen. 

It was plain to the vast crowd in the 
Garden that the Indian was trying to 
force trouble in the last few miles. 
Whenever the spirit moved him _ he 
rushed to the front, and Doranda, had 
to hustle to get the lead away ™ 
him. Particularly was this noticeable 
in the twenty-second mile of the 2% 
miles and 38 yards distance. The Ital-, 
fan’s native love for display led him to 
try and cut out the Indian each time 
that the wily. Winnebago cut to the} 
front. This was just what the Indian 
wanted. He was wearing the heart out 
of the Italian. He repeated thig-ma- 
neuver several times in each succeeding 
mile and‘it was soon plain that Deran- 
do’s measure had been: taken.

Returning to America, he studied law |,

France, being in that cowntry during 
the formation of the Republic. The 
stirring scenes of the period gave him 
the impressions for “The Battle Sum- 
mer,”” which was his first book of any 
importance. 

“The Reveries pf a Bachelor’ ap- 
peared in 1850, and “‘Dream Life’ the 
following year. These gained for him 
the warm friendship of such men as 
Longfellow, Holmes, Lowell, Poe and 
other writers of that period, many of 
these friendships being maintained until 
their death. 

In 1853 he went as Consul to Venice, 
but returned to the United States after 
one year and purchased the 200-acre 
farm near New Haven, where he has 
ince resided. All of his later books 
were written on oe farm. Among the 
pest known of his recent works were 
“Wet Days in Edgewood,’ ‘Rural 
Studies,”’ ‘“‘English Lands, Letters and 
Kings,’’ and ‘“‘American Lands and Let- 
ters."" He had written very little dur- 
ing the last 2% years.
